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HIGHLIGHTS THE MEXICAN FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
SITUATION 


Discussed the last meeting the joint commis- 
sion and now being studied are proposals that are 
closely related the progress the campaign. 


The first these suggested decree the Mex- 
ican Government which will make possible the con- 
demnation infected exposed cattle, swine, sheep, 
and goats. Clear-cut authority now lacking, and 
some areas the eradication operations have been de- 
layed because the unwillingness minority the 
ranchers accept appraised values set their ani- 
mals joint commission appraisers. Under the terms 
the proposed decree, cases where appraisals are 
protested, animals designated for would 
destroyed once, with the indemnity the owner 
established later. 

second proposal calls for pooling funds from 
the United States and Mexican governments com- 
mon commission system campaign finance. pres- 
ent the United States paying all cattle indemnities 
and Mexico all small-animal indemnities. has been 
proposed that both governments contribute directly 
the commission and that all future expenses met 
from this source. This would mean that small-animal 
indemnities would made available the same time 
that cattle indemnities are paid and that the slaughter 
both groups animals would take place the 
same time, thus improving and speeding eradica- 
tion. 

third development has been the holding 
international conference foot-and-mouth disease re- 
search workers Bern, Switzerland, September 
for the purpose standardization foot-and-mouth 
disease vaccine. The United States Bureau Animal 
Industry was represented Dr. Schoening, England 
Dr. Galloway, and Mexico Dr. Camargo. 

Intensive research the Mexican virus has been 


carried the Virus Research Institute, Pirbright, 
England, with samples the virus which Dr. Ca- 
margo, Mexico, took England early 1947. 
The preliminary investigations this virus indicate 
that the supplies vaccines available Europe are 


unlikely satisfactory against this type virus. 


The main steps the eradication program are in- 
spection determine the presence the disease; 
appraisal the animals slaughtered areas 
where the disease found; killing and burying the 
animals deep pits, after first treating their carcasses 
with lime hasten decomposition and prevent illegal 
salvage; and cleaning and disinfecting the premises 
from which the animals were taken. These premises 
are kept under quarantine until tests with few pigs 
calves show that they are entirely free from the 
infection. Then they may restocked with cattle. 
All cloven-hoofed animals, including swine, sheep, 
goats, deer, and antelopes, well cattle, are sus- 
ceptible the disease. 

The Department Agriculture, through the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, has contracted with 
the Juarez Meat Products Co., Juarez, Chihuahua, 
Mexico, for the purchase 1,000,000 pounds 
canned meat and gravy. The product being resold 
Commodity Credit Corporation the International 
Refugee Association for the feeding refugees 
Europe. 

Purchases the canned meat and gravy, Depart- 
ment officials point out, will provide much-needed 
food for European refugees and also provide out- 
let for cattle northern Mexico. Cattle from this 
area were formely exported the United States. 
Under normal conditions imports Mexican cattle 
the United States amount about 500,000 head 
annually.

Since the outbreak foot-and-mouth disease 
southern Mexico, the importation cattle and other 
susceptible animals from Mexico the United States 
has been prohibited. The disease now exists sev- 
eral Southern and Central States Mexico, but there 
have been outbreaks any the northern States. 

Details are being worked out with the Mexican 
Government and with the cattle industry Mexico 
under which expected that the Department 
Agriculture will purchase much larger quantities 
the canned meats for resale and consumption outside 
the United States. 

Large numbers cattle are now hand the 
northern states Mexico. believed that the 
reduction numbers which will result through the 
contemplated canning contracts will make less 
likely that the disease may introduced that 
area, and thus facilitate the eradication program now 
being conducted central and southern Mexico 
jointly the Mexican and United States govern- 
ments. 

change the Mexican farmers’ centuries-old 
practice cultivating their fields with oxen and 
wooden plows coming the wake the activities 
the Mexican-United States Commission for the 
Eradication Foot-and-Mouth Disease.

NEW CALF VACCINATION LAW FOR CONTROL 
BRUCELLOSIS 


DR. CARR, Administrator 
Division Animal Industry, State Department Agriculture

law requiring the compulsory vaccination all 
female dairy calves and optional vaccination male 
dairy calves and beef calves with Strain brucella 
vaccine was passed the 1947 Legislature. This 
service shall without charge the owners. The 
vaccination provisions of.the law become effective 
January 1948. 

This the first law pertaining brucellosis con- 
trol enacted California. incorporated the 
State Agricultural Code under the heading “Bovine 
provides that the Division Animal 
Industry may enter into cooperative arrangement with 
the United States Bureau Animal Industry for pur- 
pose making the work Federal-State cooperative 
program. 

This law does not provide for any agglutination 
testing herds. The present Federal-State Voluntary 
Program, which includes both calfhood vaccinations 
and blood testing herds, will discontinued 
the end this year. The new law aims through vac- 
cination calves gradually control brucellosis 
developing resistant young stock for future herds. 

The age limits which calves are vaccinated 
left the discretion this Division. has been 
decided vaccinate calves between the ages six 
and twelve months. Experience has shown that calves 
vaccinated this age period have greater immunity 
than when vaccinated younger age. The adoption 
these age limits will permit the vaccination all 
calves making two visits ranch each year. 
Any adult vaccinations desired owner will 
private matter and his expense, inasmuch this 
law specifies only calves. 

Each calf vaccinated under this law shall identi- 
fied official tattoo placed the left ear the 
veterinarian performing this service, showing the 
month and year vaccination. will unlawful 
for anyone remove the official tattoo mark 
imitate simulate it. tattoo design has been 
adopted and will registered with the Secretary 
State make official. 

This Division will furnish the tattoo outfits and 
will purchase and distribute the vaccine. Each serial 
lot vaccine before distribution will tested the 
State Department Public Health laboratory and 
must found conform with the required standards 
for potency. 

outstanding feature the law that this Divi- 
sion may contract with accredited practicing veterin- 
arians the actual vaccination the calves. This 
the first instance California where practicing vet- 
erinarians have been included any official animal 
disease control work under law state expense. 

This office hopes able mail contract forms 
accredited veterinarians for signature some time 
the latter part November. The accredited veterin- 
arians who sign and return their contracts, thereby 
signifying their intention participate the pro- 
gram, will supplied with further information con- 
cerning the details operation, also forms for report- 
ing calf vaccinations and for rendering statements 
the service for state payment. Copies the law are 
being sent all accredited veterinarians. 


number district offices will maintained 
assist the administration and for closer contact 
the work. appropriate times, the names accred- 
ited practicing veterinarians given area who have 
signed contracts will published the local papers 
that an. owner can select the veterinarian whom 
wishes vaccinate his calves. 

Veterinarians who not have Federal accreditation 
can obtain the designation passing the examination. 
veterinarian has passed the examination some 
other state, this Division can arrange that 
granted accreditation California reciprocity pro- 
vided advise this office regarding the name the 
state which the examination was taken and the 
approximate date. the event veterinarian wishes 
take the Federal accredited examination, this office 
will endeavor arrange that such examination 
given him. 

Brucellosis one the most serious economic dis- 
eases cattle this state. The bill presented the 
Legislature was prepared principally the dairy com- 
mittee the California Farm Bureau Federation. 
was sponsored number dairy and livestock 
organizations and many individual cattle owners. 
The bill also received favorable endorsement vari- 
ous health officers and public health departments. This 
law therefore challenge the veterinary profes- 
sion. hoped that the participating accredited vet- 
erinarians fulfill this challenge carrying out this 
official regulatory program. 


The 1947 Legislature made among others the fol- 
lowing two important additions the provisions 
the Agricultural Code pertaining animal diseases: 

Added Section 204.5 which permits, after notice, 
the holding livestock and poultry until the opin- 
ion the Director they have been tested, cleaned, dis- 
infected, dipped, otherwise treated manner 
satisfactory him, upon inspection finds 
that such animals poultry longer are liable to, 
have the capability to, transmit, carry dissemi- 
nate such infectious contagious disease vector 
thereof, may release same for movement.

Veterinarians 
this area should find these new facilities value 
their poultry practice. 

The State Division Animal Industry has been 
notified the United States Bureau Animal Indus- 
try that Dr. Inspector Charge 
California for the past six years, transferred 
the Bureau’s field work that state. Dr. Cook, 
veteran employee the Federal Bureau stationed 
Modesto; will Acting Inspector Charge 
California. 


Two cases anthrax veterinarians have come 
our attention lately. Dr. Whitaker, Manteca, 
and Dr. Jean Edgar, Santa Margarita, both contracted 
the disease, evidently through insect transmission. 
Doctor Whitaker developed symptoms ten days after 
treating affected cattle and Doctor Edgar had made 
autopsy sheep dead the disease. Last reports 
are they are both well the way recovery. These 
cases again bring our attention the necessity for 
veterinarians working with this disease take every 
precaution. 


The State Property Acquisition Board recent 
meeting Sacramento approved the purchase 
site consisting three lots San Gabriel for the 
building animal pathological laboratory 
serve Southern California. Funds for the laboratory 
building, amounting $150,000 have been set aside 
for this project. not known this time just 
when actual work construction will start. This 
laboratory will replace the present State Poultry 
Pathological Laboratory Los Angeles and will offer 
addition general livestock disease diagnostic service. 

Arrangements also are proceeding for the acquisi- 
tion site Fresno which will built new 
general animal disease control diagnostic laboratory 
somewhat similar the one constructed San 
Gabriel. This laboratory intended serve the San 
Joaquin Valley Area. 


Report has been received that the United States 
Bureau Animal Industry has this time twenty 
range riders and two foremen the California Divi- 
sion the Border Patrol being maintained along the 
United States-Mexican border connection with the 
foot-and-mouth disease program. The entire border 
from Arizona the Pacific Ocean being covered 
daily these riders. The primary purpose this 
patrol prevent the drifting livestock across the 
line. This activity California charge

Many cases screw worm infestation livestock 
occurred recently the Sacramento Valley, especially 
Butte and Tehama counties. Sheep, horses, cattle 
and hogs have been attacked and few animals have 
died from severe attacks. The treatment infested 
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wounds with Smear 62, which was developed the 
United States Bureau Animal Industry, reported 
give satisfactory results. 

Balano-posthitis (infectious ovine balanitis), in- 
fectious venereal disease, has been observed vet- 
erinarians the State Division Animal Industry 
during recent weeks number ram and ewe 
bands the Sacramento Valley and some moun- 
tain pastures. The disease due virus which 
spread principally breeding. This disease not 
confused with foul sheath paraphimosis 
rams which might result from dietary urinary 
causes. first ulcers appear which break, leaving 
raw places scabs. Bucks that affected 
may not recover for use breeders and must dis- 
posed for slaughter. Milder cases will recover 
spontaneously and many the more severe cases can 
cured proper treatment. Best results date 
have been obtained from the use per cent 
silver nitrate solution followed application 
powder containing sulfa drugs and urea. few cases 
this disease have been reported California 
past years; however, has not become established 
this state. more less prevalent several 
the western sheep raising states. 

Thoroughbred breeders, racing officials, veterin- 
arians, and others have been considerably disturbed 
reports the occurrence equine infectious anemia 
(swamp fever) among several horses the Rocking- 
ham Track, Salem, New Hampshire. Reports indi- 
cate that the disease was first observed New 
England May early June. 
and history available appears the disease was intro- 
duced into the New England States through some 
infected horses from Florida. also appears there 
has been considerable dissemination the disease 
since the horses arrived New 900 
more horses have been under quarantine Rock- 
ingham. From the number cases that have appeared 
this track seems probable that there has been fur- 
ther spread the disease mosquitoes and other 
blood sucking insects and perhaps through the me- 
dium bleeding needles, hypodermic syringes, and 
other instruments that might contaminated with 
the blood infected horses. When once horse 
affected with swamp fever, the virus remains continu- 
ously its blood until the death the animal. There 
are known cases swamp fever California 
this time. 

September representatives the State Divi- 
sion Animal Industry, United States Bureau 
Animal Industry, California Horse Racing Board, 
track management and veterinarians, and owners and 
trainers met Golden Gate Fields, Albany, for the 
purpose discussing the swamp fever situation. Cer- 
tain precautions were outlined followed the 
various horse racing tracks California. Arrange- 
ments were made through cooperation with the Divi- 
sion Veterinary Science, University California, 
and track veterinarians conduct pooled blood tests 
certain horses which were brought from New 
England recently. Swamp fever reportable dis- 
ease California. Veterinarians should the 
alert for symptoms this disease and report any 
suspicious cases observed.

For those veterinarians who will attending con- 
ference Cal Poly for the first time, might well 
explain how reach the campus. some seasoned 
travelers have discovered, San Luis Obispo lies ap- 
proximately mid-way between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles about miles inland from the ocean. The 
Cal Poly campus, which surrounded the rolling 
hills Santa Lucia range, actually the 
mainline the Southern famous coast line 
and also the Roosevelt Highway winds its way 
San Luis Obispo from the picturesque port 
Morro Bay.

California now produces over per cent the 
agricultural wealth the United States with more 
than 200 commercial crops exclusive livestock and 
livestock products.

The 
sixth was Yakima, Washington, and the next three, 
all California, were Orange, Stanislaus, and San 
Bernardino. Number was Arrostock County, Maine.

The greatly increased movement livestock and its 
transportation truck and the mushroom develop- 
ment community sales and auction markets, means 
more frequent and rapid exchange animals, many 
which are not disease-free, thus increasing the haz- 
ards animal health. 


reported lost annually: One-third our 
pig crop; one-fifth our dairy calves; one-quarter 
the pullets put laying houses; and must have 
four colts born raise two horses. 

These losses result from variety causes, known 
and unknown, and their prevention reduction can 
only accomplished the combined efforts all 
agencies concerned with the welfare the livestock 
industry. fail grow produce, 
from any cause, the nation’s meat supply endan- 
gered.

power. The safeguarding the food supply has 
therefore been the concern governments since they 
have been existence. They had exercise this con- 
trol order hold the supreme power, because all 
the people need food and the only commodity 
which this true. 


“In connection with this control would seem that 
every possible expedient and experiment had been 
tried. One the most frequent methods control 
used has been the limitation prices legal enact- 
ment. The results have been astonishingly uniform 
considering the variety conditions and circum- 
stances under which the experiments have taken place. 
They make interesting record and one which con- 
tains food for thought, for the problem the 
welfare has been much the same all ages and 
not yet solved. 

“The history government limitation price 
seems teach one clear lesson: That attempting 
ease the burdens the people time high 
prices artificially setting limit them, the people 
are not relieved but only exchange one set ills for 
another which greater. Among these ills are (1) 
the withholding goods from the market, because 
consumers being the majority, price fixing usually 
their interest; (2) the dividing the community 
into two hostile camps, one only which considers 
that the government acts its interest; (3) the prac- 
tical enforcing such limitation prices 
which the very nature the case requires the co- 
operation both producer and consumer make 
effective. 

“Egypt (2830 B.C.) took entire control the 
grain trade and saved the people from starvation, but 
took over the land return. 


“China (424-387 B.C.) worked out system 
control supply and demand which kept prices nor- 
mal. She seems have been the only country which 
recognized the whole price question being symp- 
tom and not the disease itself, and because she recog- 
nized this fact seems have come nearer than any 
other country solving the problem supplying the 
people with the food they needed price they 
could pay. 

(404-337 B.C.) regulated the grain trade 
and set prices legal enactment but found herself 
unable enforce them. 

“Rome (301-361 A.D.) made colossal experi- 
ment controlling prices legal enactment, but 
failed utterly. 

“Great Britain (1199-1815) had her statute 
books laws fixing the price bread continuously for 
more than 500 years. The price wheat, fish and 
wine was also regulated, but all such laws were 
abrogated 1815 because their failure accom- 
plish the purpose for which they were designed. 

“Antwerp (1584-1585) was overthrown 1585, 
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and least one historian note declares that price- 
fixing legislation was largely responsible for its down- 
fall. 

“India (1770 and 1866) has learned the hard 
school experience that even times famine 
price fixing very dangerous expedient because 
removes one the most powerful checks consump- 
tion: namely, high prices. 

Colonial United States (1633-1779) tried the 
same experiment various places and times but failed 
utterly secure satisfactory results. 

France (1789-1793) tried the same 
measures, but the protagonists the movement per- 
ished the guillotine. The dreary story 
efforts limit prices distinguished from that the 
other countries have noted because the pro- 
posal Barbaroux enlist the aid both producer 
and consumer the effort the Government con- 
trol the food supply the interest the people’s 
welfare.

Cattle are infected with coccidiosis through con- 
taminated feed water, and according Dr.

forms pass out the body and develop infective 
stages the ground, vegetation, water.

“The first symptom noticed bloody scours. In- 
fected animals are dull, lie down great deal, eat very 
little nothing, and become very thin. The skin be- 
comes tight and the abdomen tucked up. Young ani- 
mals are more susceptible than older ones. Death may 
occur severe cases. Animals that recover usually 
become chronic carriers coccidiosis. 

cattle suffering from coccidiosis should 
placed separate pens. These should cleaned and 
supplied with fresh bedding daily. Movement increases 
bleeding from intestines. Soft nutritious food fed sev- 
eral times daily will help. 

stock from infected areas, especially young 
ones, should quarantined for two weeks. Keep 
young animals away from sources infection areas 
where the disease prevalent. Placing them dry 
feed, particularly non-leguminous hay, usually stops 
the scouring fairly readily. This may merely relieve 
the symptoms without necessarily curing the infection.

Save Milk, Cut Cost, Handle Bulk 


Bulk handling milk, new method gaining wide 
acceptance, eliminates the 10-gallon cans, cuts labor 
costs, saves more milk, and eliminates much waste 
weight hauling, say Jack, head dairy indus- 
try studies, and Perry, agricultural engineer, both 
from the University California College Agricul- 
ture Davis. 

With bulk handling, the milk stored the farm 
stainless steel tank instead the usual 10-gallon 
cans. pumped from this tank into huge tank 
truck and hauled the plant. 

Dairymen shipping gallons daily can save least 
$35 yearly hauling costs, and paid for least 
750 pounds more milk the milk tank and tank truck 
method compared with the 10-gallon system. pre- 
vailing rates, milk hauled tank trucks for half- 
cent per gallon cheaper than cans. About one-eighth 
pint milk remains each can which the dairyman 
not paid for, but which saved tank truck 
hauling. 

The tank truck driver, licensed weigher and sam- 
pler, weighs the milk, takes sample for laboratory 
testing, and leaves tag for the receipt with the 
from 300 1200 gallons. least 180 200 gallons 
each stop are believed necessary for efficient opera- 
tion tank truck route, but improvements will prob- 
ably lower this minimum. Some stops are now made 
for only 100 gallons.

Serving this 
group were representatives the American Veterin- 
ary Medical Association, the Washington State Vet- 
erinary Medical Association, the Office State Vet- 
erinarian, College Agriculture, College Sciences 
and Arts and the College Veterinary Medicine 
Washington State College; and representatives its 
Board Regents. That group made report the 
fall 1945. 


(2) number actions recommended were 
taken promptly thereafter, resulting number 
changes the organization the College Veter- 
inary Medicine and number extensions its staff 
and facilities. 


(3) 1946 and 1947 additional changes were 
made—notably the establishment 1946, 
within Washington State College Institute 
Agricultural Sciences and Institute Technology. 
the former were included, among other units, the 
College Agriculture and the College Veterinary 
Medicine, each parity. 1947 Dr. Nichols 
was appointed the Deanship the College Vet- 
erinary Medicine succeed former Dean Weg- 
ner, whose retirement from the Deanship became 
effective the spring 1947. 

(4) number additions the 
faculty and staff the College Veterinary Medi- 
cine and the authorization still further staff posi- 
tions filled promptly competent appointees 
are available. September 15, 1947, the staff 
the College Veterinary Medicine includes 
with four vacancies not filled and six authorized addi- 
tional staff positions not filled. 

(5) Two additional buildings have been provided 
are under construction for the use the College 
Veterinary Medicine and the Division Veter- 
inary Science the Washington State Agricultural 
Experiment Stations. The College also has been as- 
sured additional funds for the procurement 
needed basic equipment during the next two years 
amount aproximately $75,000. 


(6) Plans are formation the College 


erinary Medicine for application the Washington 
State Legislature for substantial additional provisions 
ating funds. 


Some persons appear attach great significance 
the fact that Veterinary Medicine included within 
the Institute Agricultural Sciences; and the fact 
that the Director the Institute 
has been stated that Veterinary Medicine now 
“officially designated agricultural science.” This 
correct. Veterinary Medicine medical 
science. Its practice this state matter great 
importance agriculture, public health and sanita- 
tion and animal economy generally. Its inclusion 
along with the College Agriculture Institute 
rangement which has already proved its value. The 
Directorship the Institute held Dr. Knott, 
whose special training Dairy Husbandry, 
practical effect limited Vice Presidency the State 
College Washington. 


Also, appears that considerable importance has 
been attached the fact that the Department 
Animal Husbandry the College Agriculture 
presently occupying office space one the build- 
ings occupied principally the College Veterinary 
Medicine. That correct. The College Veterinary 
Medicine present has much less urgent need for 
this space than have other divisions the State Col- 
lege Washington. The temporary occupancy 
this space the Department Animal Husbandry 
has permanent significance whatsoever and 
way means that the interests the College Veter- 
inary Medicine are being subordinated any other 
division the State College. Similarly, units the 
College Sciences and Arts are temporarily occupy- 
ing space the Engineering Buildings. But this does 
not signify that the Departments Engineering are 
being subotdinated the Departments English 
and the Social Sciences. 


The establishment separate Department 
Human Physiology and its inclusion the College 
Sciences and Arts obviously involves change 
the scope work formerly administered within the 
College Veterinary Medicine. logical de- 
velopment. But way impairs the Veterinary 
Physiology and the aggregate will make available 
both Human Physiology and Veterinary Physiology 
more adequate facilities. 


true that number drastic changes have 
been made during the past two years the Washing- 
ton State College Veterinary Medicine. Such 
changes obviously are difficult make. They have 
been studied diligently consultation with repre- 
sentatives the State and National Associations 
Veterinary Medicine. not aware any action 
which has been taken which has not, when taken, had 
the approval informed representatives the vet- 
erinary medical profession. 


Likewise true that considerable rumor, specu- 
lation and propaganda have been circulated among 
the veterinarians the Pacific Coast and among 
graduates the College Veterinary Medicine. This 
has been, least some extent, handicap the 
College. way has benefited the College. The 
Board Regents has clear-cut program for the 
building much stronger Washington State Col- 
lege Veterinary Medicine. Considerable time will 
required accomplish this. will mean large ad- 
ditional investments state funds additional 
buildings, facilities and staff. has been formulated 
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and administered consultation with the appropriate 
professional agencies Veterinary Medicine. may 
encouraged and expedited the good-spirited 
cooperation veterinarians the Pacific Northwest 
and the West generally. may equally retarded 
uninformed propaganda, speculation and rumor. 

The Board Regents has reason believe that 
the College Veterinary Medicine now has its 
faculty the strong nucleus highly competent staff 
Veterinary Medicine for purposes not only in- 
struction but also research and extension service. 
For its staff providing much more adequate sal- 
aries and much more congenial conditions employ- 
ment, attractive competent men The 
veterinarians the State Washington and the 
other western states, they wish so, can ma- 
terially encourage and implement these efforts for the 
further building Washington State College 
Veterinary Medicine—a credit the Pacific Coast, 
credit the profession and means important 
public service.”

The break was the middle the bone 
and one which might considered easy repair 
with the usual type splint. precaution, how- 
ever, X-ray was taken and was found that the 
bone substance had been eaten away giving the ap- 
pearance under the X-ray osteomalacia. There 
was sufficient evidence offered the X-ray indi- 
cate that attempts repair what appeared 
this case simple fracture, would have been unsuc- 
cessful. Amputation was performed and careful exam- 
ination the diseased bone revealed tumorous 
breakdown within the bone structure. believe this 
just another indication the value X-ray 
what often appears simple fracture.
